2,4 million Zloty; more than 80% were owned by the Bank i 
Gospodarstwa Krajowego on behalf of the Polish State, Zens 
was the móst important of the 8 Polish manufacturers of 
dyestuffs having a production of approx. 580 tens of 
dyestuffs and a considerable produstion of intermediates, 
They supplied the other 7 Polish manufacturers of dyestuffs 
with intermediates. Second in the order was "Pabianieer A. a. 
for Chemical Industries". Pabianice was the branch factory of 
"Association for Chemical Industries in Basle" (Ciba, Basle). 
Noo} was Zaklady Ghemicsne w Winniey, Winnica near Warsaw - 
production of dyestuffs 392 metric tons, Ne. in the list 
was "Chem.

"the one hand and the Four-Party-Cartel on the other hand, in 
this connection the Four-Party-Cartel included Pabianice and 
Winnica. After the ocoupation of Poland by German forces, the 
"Main Trustee Dept. East took charge of the Polish dyestuffs 
factories. (Pabiance being a Bwiss branch factory was outside 
‘this control). It was the task of the Main Trustee Dept.East, 
Berlin, to utilise oonfiscated property in Poland to the 

' penefit of the Reich. In the initial stage, the factories 


were run by a Oommissioner. Various German persons and 
~ companies applied vo take over the Polish dyestuffs factories, 
particularly Zgierz. In this connection the firm of Gebr,

' mentioned. I.G. stepped into these negotiations. The objections, 
so fer raised against an application of I.G., were weived by

| deutschen Volkstuns", dated June, 1941 Main Trustee Dept. Bast. 
Then purchasing negotiations between I.G. and the Main Trustee 
Dept. Hast were started. Finally, these negotiations led to 

the sale of works to I.G. on 27th November, 1941. The purchasing 
agreement vas valid as from let October, 1979. The purchasing |

M 5.000.000, the original offer of 1. 0. amounted to M 3.500.000, 
which was the equivalent at the actual value.

At the termination of the German-Polish war, the winnica was
